This year’s forest fire } 
eclipses that of any, other year of 
which we have record, “Spoth in ex- 
tent of territory burned over «and 
value of timber destroyed, In speak- 
ing of the matter Mr. Gifford Pinchot, 
chief of the United States forest serv- 
ice, declareg-that in many ways this 
year’s forest fires have been the worst 
‘@ has ever known, The whole north- 
ern half of the country has been at- 
tacked, he says, and the losses which 
have been caused represent a serious 


drain on our timber supply. 


Besides destroying . valuable. tim- 
ber and other property, the . fires 
which have’ been raging during. the 


= last few weeks in the east have caused 


an almost incalculable loss to water- 
sheds of important streams .supplying 
power for countless industries... ‘In the 
Adirondacks the destruction has. re- 
sulted-in. marring one of the nation's 
most useful playgrounds. 

ne of the éarliest of the great for- 
est fires which have attained historic 
importance was the great “Miramichi 
fire of 1825. It bega 
destruction. about ong“ o’cloek. in the 
afternoon of October i=ot that year, at 
a place about 60 milekabove the town 
of Newcastlé, on the. Miramichi river, 
in New Brunswick. Before ten o "clock |' 
at night it was 20 miles below New- 
castle. In nine hours it had destroyed 
a belt of forest 80 miles long and 25 
miles wide. Over more than two and 
one-half million acres almost every 
living thing was killed. Even the fish 
were afterward found dead in heaps 
on the river banks. Five hundred and 
ninety buildings were burned, and a 
number of towns, including Newcastle, 
Chatham and. Dougiastown, were. de- 
stroyed. One hundred and sixty per- 
sons perished, and nearly a thousand 
head of stock. The loss from the Mira- 
michi fire is estimated at $300,000, not 
including the value of the timber. 
:In the majority of such forest fires 
as this the destruction of the timber is 


'a more serious loss, by far, than that 


of the cattle and buildings, for it car-

One of the beauties of the accomplishments of Wilbur Wright 
in France was the demonstration of the superiority of his 
machine over those which were promoted by the natives ‘of 
France themselves. When Wright first operated in aeroplane 
in France, there were several Frenchmen who were able. to 
outdo his feats. 
world's record before Wright's eyes. 
stand for long. 

A few days later the American ascended in his contrivance 
and remained in the air an hour and a half, an accomplishment 
which has not been touched since, and which probably will 
not be equaled in more than a decade by the French experts. 

The wrecking of the Orville Wright aeroplane at Fort Myer 
near Washington was gdisaster which put a severe kink fora 
time at least in the ywork-tithe brothéis. ~ ' 

it is only a few years since the brothers commenced exper- 
iments with the acroplane, and they, themselves, admit .that 
thelr device to-day is somewhat crude to what it will develop 
into within a few years. Readers of the newspapers remem- 
ber how a few years ago the fact that fhe Wright brothers 
were destined to make their mark in the world of aeronautics 
was shielded from the eyes of possible trespassers on thr 
invention. So secretly was the work carried on that it was 
impossible for even disinterested persons to get within sev- 
eral miles of the machine when it was in action. For several 
months and even after the aeroplane had been put on exhi- 
bition, the brotherg would allow: no photographs.to be taken 
of the machine. In this stand Inventors say they were per- 
fectly justified, for they claimed’ to have several points which, 
if secured by other prospective navigators, might deprive 
them of much of the credit which their great invention has 
since bestowed upon them.
